BRITISH  GOLD  REGULATIONS 
From  THE  TIMES,  London. 

Women  who  wear  golden  sovereigns  as  ornaments  in,  say,  a brooch  or  bracelet, 
are  unlikely  to  be  inconvenienced  by  the  recent  order  controlling  the  ownership  of 
gold  coins.  For  over  40  years  it  has  been  illegal  to  use  “other  than  as  currency”  any 
gold  or  silver  coins  which  is  legal  tender  either  in  the  United  Kingdom  or  a foreign 
country.  The  punishment  for  such  an  offence  could  be  a fine  of  £100  in  addition  to 
two  years’  imprisonment.  But  authority  seems  to  turn  a blind  eye  towards  the  girls 
and  women  who  openly  disregard  the  law  and  use  coins  as  ornaments. 
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A BYZANTINE  “CHARON’S  OBOL”  IN  A GREAT-MORAVIAN  GRAVE

Many  archaeological  excavations  undertaken  in  Central  Europe  since  the  end  of 
World  War  II  have  resulted  in  a number  of  surprising  discoveries  from  the  period  of 
the  so-called  Great-Moravian  Empire,  (1),  the  first  Slavonic  state  founded  in  the  9th 
Century  A.D.  on  the  territory  of  present-day  Czechoslovakia.  The  investigation  of 
several  hill-forts  and  many  burial  places  has  proved  that  at  that  time  there  existed 
fortified  settlements  of  a town-like  type  with  a complicated  social  structure.  The 
foundations  of  stone  church  buildings  have  disclosed  new  and  quite  unexpected  evidence 
illustrating  the  development  of  the  Christianization  of  Great-Moravia.  Finds  of  tools, 
weapons,  and  especially  of  beautiful  and  sophisticated  jewelry  show  that  the  material 
culture  of  the  Great-Moravian  Society  was  on  a very  high  level  and  comparable  with 
that  of  the  most  developed  regions  of  the  period.  (2) 

One  of  the  most  important  of  these  sites  is  the  hill-fort  near  the  present  day  vill- 
age of  Mikulcice  in  southern  Moravia.  It  may  have  been,  at  least  for  a time,  the  center  of 
the  Great-Moravian  Empire  and  the  seat  of  its  princes.  It  is  also  likely  that  this 
hill-fort  was.  the  place  where,  in  the  year  863,  the  Byzantine  missionaries  arrived  led  by 
the  brothers  Constantine-Cyril  and  Methodius.  (3).  Many  of  the  objects  discovered  on 
this  site  are  of  Byzantine  origin  or  reveal  Byzantine  patterns.  One  of  the  most  interest- 
ing and  significant  is  a Byzantine  gold  solidus  of  the  Emperor  Michael  III.  (4) 

This  solidus  was  struck  between  856  and  866.  (5).  On  its  reverse  is  the  inscription : 
MICHAEL  BASILE,  and  the  bearded,  facing  bust  of  the  Emperor  who  wears  a loros 
and  a crown  surmounted  by  a cross;  on  the  obverse  is  a bust  of  Christ  and  the  inscrip- 
tion: IESUSCH  RISTOS.  The  coin  is  in  superb  condition  and  obviously  had  not  been 
in  circulation  before  being  put  into  the  grave.  The  Great-Moravian  Empire  did  not  use 
coins  as  a means  of  trade  or  exchange.  (6).  The  archaeological  excavations  which  have 
brought  rich  evidence  about  all  aspects  of  the  material  culture  of  Great-Moravia  include 
no  coins  either  of  local  or  foreign  origin.  (7).  The  gold  solidus  found  in  Mikulcice  was 
most  probably  a gift  from  the  Byzantine  Emperor  or  a high  dignitary  to  some  noble 
Moravian  who  was  later  buried  with  it. 

The  fact  that  the  coin  was  put  into  the  mouth  of  the  corpse  indicates  that  it  had 
a ritual  significance.  This  hypothesis  is  supported  by  evidence  of  a similar  practice  in 
Mikulcice,  where  several  other  persons  buried  in  the  same  place  had  a small  piece  of 
sheet  gold  inserted  into  their  mouths  obviously  meant  to  fulfil  the  same  purpose  as 
the  solidus.  We  have  in  fact  to  do  with  the  ancient  custom  of  “Charon’s  Obol”  based 
on  the  classical  Greek  belief  that  the  souls  of  the  dead  crossed  the  river  Styx  or 
Acheron  on  their  way  to  the  lower  world  (Hades)  and  had  to  pay  a coin  (obol)  to 
Charon,  the  underworld  ferryman. 

It  may  seem  strange  that  an  old  pagan  custom  should  have  survived  and  been 
practiced  long  after  Christianity  became  the  only  faith  in  Byzantium;  strange  still  that 
the  classical  Greek  custom  should  have  been  brought  from  Greece  to  Moravia  in  the 
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9th  Century,  and  was  connected  with  the  activity  of  the  Christian  mission  sent  there 
by  the  Byzantine  Emperor  and  Patriarch.  Nevertheless,  the  myth  about  the  ferryman 
Charon  and  the  fee  paid  to  him  was  very  well  known  in  Byzantium.  The  lexicon  known 
as  “Suidas”  of  the  middle  of  the  10th  Century  includes  the  terms,:  “danake,  karkadona, 
porthmeion”  (8),  and  interprets  them  as  different  names  for  the  fee  that  was  paid  to 
Charon.  The  description  of  this  custom  is  also  found  in  various  works  of  Byzantine 
literature.  So  “Epidemia  Mazari”,  a satirical  work  written  in  the  beginning  of  the  15th 
Century,  describes  the  fictitious  descent  of  its  hero  to  the  lower  world  and  mentions 
that  he  had  to  pay  two  obols  as  a fee  for  the  ferry  (....  to  porthmei  ....).  (9).  This  is, 
however,  only  a literary  tradition  based  on  the  ancient  Greek  writers  Aristophanes, 
Callimachus,  Lucian  and  others. 


But  there  was  not  only  a literary  tradition.  The  custom  of  burying  a coin  with  the 
dead  survived  among  the  Greek  people  throughout  the  centuries  until  the  present  time. 
It  was  found  in  Epirus,  Macedonia,  Thrace,  and  Asia  Minor  even  in  this  century.  (10). 
Though  we  have  no  direct  evidence  for  the  Byzantine  period,  we  can  suppose  that  the 
custom  was  practiced  in  Greece  even  in  the  Middle  Ages.  It  is  also  highly  probable  that 
it  was  brought  from  there  to  Moravia  during  the  period  of  the  close  cultural  and  trade 
relations  between  both  countries.  We  do  not  claim  that  it  was  introduced  by  the 
Byzantine  missionaries  themselves,  but  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  numerous  attendants 
and  servants  came  with  them.  It  seems  that  builders  and  their  assistants  also  accom- 
panied the  Byzantine  missionaries  and  that  Greek  merchants  used  to  come  to  Moravia. 
Among  them  there  may  have  been  people  who  knew  and  practiced  the  custom  of  burying 
the  dead  with  a coin. 

Some  authors  favour  the  opinion  that  the  medieval  custom  of  burying  a coin  with 
the  dead  was  quite  independent  of  the  Charon  myth,  since  it  can  be  traced  from  early 
times  even  in  regions  which  had  no  connection  with  ancient  Greek  culture.  (11).  Its 
origin  seems  to  be  the  fear  of  the  dead  and  the  wish  “to  reconcile  the  dead”  by  giving 
them  the  things  that  had  belonged  to  them  (tools,  weapons,  food)  or,  in  later  times,  by 
a coin  that  was  a symbolic  substitute  for  all  of  their  property.  In  this  way  P.  Rado- 
mersky  explained  the  finds  of  the  4 “obols  of  the  dead”  in  the  medieval  burial  places 
in  Bohemia  and  Moravia.  (12).  Radomersky  made  a complete  list  and  a thorough 
analysis  of  all  available  material  from  Bohemia  and  Moravia.  He  refers  to  154  graves 
from  71  burial  places  where  it  was  proved  that  a ritul  coin  was  buried  with  the  dead. 
All  these  instances  date  from  the  years  1035-1110  and,  according  to  Radomersky’s 
theory,  this  custom  was  brought  to  Moravia  from  Hungary,  and  from  there  to  Bohemia, 
and  thus  was  completely  independent  of  the  ancient  Greek  idea  of  “Charon’s  obol”. 

Radomersky’s  article  was,  however,  published  several  years  before  the  solidus  of 
Michael  III  was  found  in  Mikulcice.  It  does  not  seem  possible  to  explain  the  find  as  he 
did.  On  the  territory  of  present-day  Czechoslovakia  the  custom  of  burying  a coin  with 
the  dead  was  common  in  the  Celtic  and  Germanic  periods,  and  the  last  evidence  for  it 
comes  from  the  time  of  the  “great  migration  of  peoples”.  After  the  country  was 
occupied  by  Slavs  no  similar  instance  occurred  and  the  custom  was  unknown  even  in 
the  neighbouring  regions.  Before  the  arrival  of  Magyar  tribes  it  was  not  known  in 
Pannonia  (Hungary)  either.  The  only  possible  interpretation  of  the  Mikulcice  find 
seems,  therefore,  to  be  that  both  the  coin  and  the  idea  of  inserting  it  into  the  mouth  of 
the  dead  was  brought  to  Moravia  from  Byzantium.  This  is  even  more  probable  when 
we  remember  the  coin  was  discovered  where  finds  of  objects  of  Byzantine  origin,  or 
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revealing  Byzantine  patterns,  were  so  typical,  and  that  the  graveyard  chronologically 
belongs  to  the  last  period  of  the  Great-Moravian  Empire,  a time  of  very  lively  cultural 
and  trade  relations  between  Moravia  and  Byzantium. 

It  can  be  hardly  doubted  that  in  Byzantium  and  modern  Greece  the  popular  custom 
of  burying  a coin  with  the  dead  was  based  on  the  ancient  story  of  Charon’s  obol.  In 
Asia  Minor  the  coin  given  to  the  dead  is  called  “the  passage  money”.  In  Thrace  they 
call  it  “the  obol  for  paying  the  transport  to  the  opposite  coast  (or  bank)”.  (13).  In 
both  cases  the  terms  unambiguously  show  the  coin  was  understood  to  be  a means  of 
getting  to  the  other  side  of  a river  or  of  the  sea.  It  is  clear  that  this  custom  had  its 
origin  in  the  ancient  myth. 

In  the  Christian  period  the  old  pagan  tradition  could  not  retain  its  original  form. 
Charon  lost  his  function  as  a formidable  underworld  ferryman  and  became  the  god  of 
death  (called  Charos  or  Charontas)  who  plays  such  an  important  role  in  popular  Greek 
poetry.  The  entire  myth,  however,  remained  popular,  though  in  a slightly  Christianized 
form.  For  example,  in  Pontus  they  used  to  give  a coin  to  the  dead  “so  he  could  cross  the 
river  and  go  to  Paradise”.  (14).  In  Epirus  people  believed  that  the  soul  had  to  pass 
through  “narrows”  or  over  “bridges”  guarded  by  angels.  According  to  another  tradition, 
the  soul  is  guarded  by  devils,  and  has  to  pay  them  “a  toll”,  otherwise  it  is  not  allowed 
to  pass  and  is  tortured.  (15).  In  both  cases  we  find  the  ancient  Greek  myth  of  the 
voyage  of  the  dead  across  water  to  the  lower  world  (Paradise),  and  the  idea  that  they 
had  to  pay  for  the  passage.  The  story  was  only  slightly  adapted  to  the  Christian  way 
of  thinking  when  the  figure  of  the  ferryman  was  replaced  by  angels  or  devils,  but  the 
entire  content  and  sense  remained  unchanged. 

It  is  highly  probable,  then,  that  the  myth  was  brought  to  Great-Moravia  from 
Byzantium  and  that  this  is  the  reason  why  the  gold  solidus  of  Michael  III  was,  placed  in 
the  mouth  of  a nobleman  buried  next  to  church  No.  3 within  the  hill-fort  at  Mikulcice. 
In  the  same  way  we  must  apparently  explain  the  finds  of  little  pieces  of  gold  sheet  in 
the  mouths  of  the  dead  in  several  other  graves  in  the  same  burial  place.  Nevertheless,  the 
question  whether  this  tradition  was  the  source  of  the  later  medieval  custom  of  including 
a coin  in  Moravian  and  Bohemian  burials  between  1035-1110,  or  whether  it  disappeared 
with  the  destruction  of  the  Great-Moravian  Empire  at  the  beginning  of  the  10th  Century, 
(the  practice  of  Charon’s  obol  being  brought  to  Moravia  from  elsewhere),  still  remains 
to  be  definitely  resolved.

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THE  WEMBLEY  PENNY  OF  ALFRED  THE  GREAT

To  consider  only  the  pleasant  and  interesting  aspects  of  today’s  living,  the 
summer  will  probably  be  remembered  for  two  things.  The  general  public  is  excited 
by  Expo  ’67.  Many  holiday  plans  have  been  built  around  a family  trip  to  this  splendid 
event  honoring  Canada’s  centenary.  Informed  members  of  the  more  limited  numis- 
matic public  are  finally  becoming  aware  of  the  flood  of  forged  coins  which  now 
appear  in  menacing  quantities.  Of  course,  the  creation  of  dangerous  numismatic  fakes 
is  one  of  the  world’s  oldest  professions.  The  Romans  used  to  fake  Greek  rarities,  just 
as  superb  copies  of  Byzantine  gold  coins  are  now  pouring  out  of  the  Middle  East 
and  equally  efficient  examples  of  rare  Italian  Crowns  are  being  made  in  Italy. 

The  activities  of  forgers  and  “copyists”,  however,  are  usually  veiled  by  a discreet 
anonymity.  Even  though  the  restrike  business  is  also  booming  in  Eastern  Europe,  it 
is  not  very  often  that  copies  of  historic  coins  have  been  produced  under  what  might 
be  considered  respectable  official  auspicies.  The  reader  may,  therefore,  be  interested 
in  knowing  about  a copy  of  a rare  English  coin  that  was  made  publicly  and  cheerfully 
at  another  World’s  Fair  of  a generation  ago  by  an  old  and  respected  institution  — 
none  other  than  the  Royal  Mint  itself.  The  difference  is  that  the  Royal  Mint's 
products  in  this  field  of  endeavor  will  never  baffle  collectors  by  becoming  confused 
with  the  genuine  article.

One  of  the  great  events  of  the  summer  of  1924  was  the  British  Empire  Exposition 
held  at  Wembley,  outside  London.  In  those  days  with  the  Empire  still  a world  girdling- 
organization,  “Expo  ’24”  was  a true  World’s  Fair  and  not  at  all  like  the  imitation  re- 
cently held  in  New  York  City.  The  Royal  Mint  put  up  an  interesting  display  of  coins  and 
minting  techniques.  Included  in  the  exhibit  was  an  operative  wearing  something  ap- 
proaching an  Anglo  Saxon  costume  who  busied  himself  making  copies  of  the  London 
pennies  of  Alfred  the  Great  right  before  the  eyes  of  anybody  interested  enough  to  watch 
him.  He  followed  the  time  honored  techniques  of  producing  planchets  and  then  striking 
the  pennies  by  hand.  The  pieces  themselves  were  very  satisfying  “genuine  reproduc- 
tions” — genuine  in  all  respects  except  for  the  material,  which  was  a soft  white  metal, 
and  for  certain  other  identifying  marks  to  be  noticed  below. 

Here  a word  about  the  actual  pennies  of  the  type  is  in  order.  Alfred  began  his 
reign  as  King  of  Wessex.  By  the  time  he  died  in  889(900),  he  had  become  AELFRED 
REX  ANGLOR(um),  well  and  truly  earning  the  title  of  “the  Great”.  While  King 
Arthur  remains  a legendary  monarch  of  vaguely  tribal  origin  (who  probably  painted 
himself  blue),  Alfred  was  an  undoubted  King  of  England  with  solid  achievements  on 
his  record.  In  886  he  finally  drove  the  Danes  from  London  and  surrounded  the  city 
with  strong  walls.  This  landmark  date  in  English  history  was  celebrated  by  an  issue 


of  splendid  portrait  pennies  and  half  pence,  the  latter  a new  denomination.  Alfred’s 
bust  has  its  obvious  antecedents  in  the  portraits  of  the  Emperors  on  Roman  denarii. 
On  the  reverse  there  was  a large  monogram  made  from  the  word  LONDONIA.  A 
second  and  rarer  variety  shows  a reduced  London  monogram  with  the  moneyer’s 
name  above  and  below. 

The  Wembley  Exposition  was  so  successful  it  was  continued  the  next  year.  In 
1925  the  Royal  Mint’s  “Anglo  Saxon”  employee  continued  his  activities,  striking 
Alfred  pennies  as  he  had  the  year  before.  By  a happy  use  of  unexpected  official 
imagination  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  introduce  the  second  type  with  the 
moneyer’s  name.  During  the  Nineteenth  Century  the  historic  office  of  Master  of  the 
Mint  was  submerged  in  that  of  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  the  actual  officer  in 
charge  of  the  Mint  becoming  the  Deputy  Master.  The  individual  most  nearly  fulfilling 
the  role  of  medieval  moneyer,  then,  was  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  the

Labour  Government  of  1925.  This  gentleman’s  name  was  Philip  Snowden,  a well  known 
and  somewhat  controversial  figure.  So  it  fell  out  that  the  moneyer  on  the  second 
issue  of  Wembley  pennies  was  identified  as  PHILIP  AET  WEMBLEY. 

While  I had  long  been  aware  of  the  coins  it  was  not  until  recently  that  I ever 
saw  one.  When  it  turned  up  unexpectedly  in  a junk  box  I knew  what  It  was  — a 
Type  I carrying  the  date  1924  writ  small.  Shortly  after  the  momentous  discovery  Mr.' 
Doran  Jones,  who  has  done  so  much  to  advance  the  cause  of  numismatics  at  Dart- 
mouth College,  paid  me  a visit  just  before  leaving  on  a trip  to  Europe.  I showed 
him  the  new  treasure  and  aroused  his  interest.  Shortly  afterwards  he  acquired 
specimens  of  both  types  from  Mr.  Albert  Baldwin  in  London.  Within  a matter  of 
weeks  I was  also  able  to  visit  Mr.  Baldwin,  who  had  kindly  set  aside  a I ype  II  for 
me.  Both  varieties  are  shown  here.  And  equally  important,  I have  to  thank  Doran 
Jones  for  locating  the  June  14,  1924  issue  of  “The  Illustrated  London  News”  in 
Dartmouth’s  Baker  Library  from  which  the  other  pictures  accompanying  this  article 

were  taken. 
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THE  “NORTHWEST  FRONTIER”  BAR

Of  all  the  various  bars  to  the  India  General  Service  Medal,  1854,  perhaps  the  most 
common  is  that  for  “NORTHWEST  FRONTIER”.  This  bar  is  not  particularly  prized 
by  “type”  collectors  and  is  not  fully  appreciated  even  by  most  specialists  in  the  medals 
of  British  India.  However,  a little  research  into  the  sixteen  campaigns  for  which  it 
was  awarded  and  the  regiments  engaged  therein  quickly  unveils  an  interesting  and 
collectible  variety  within  what,  at  first,  seems  to  be  the  most  common  of  medals. 

Generally  speaking,  the  recorded  campaigns  of  the  Northwest  Frontier  spanned  an 
almost  continuous  period  of  ninety  years  from  1849  to  1939  so  that  the  collector  in  this 
area  may  assemble  a series  that  is  more  extensive  than  any  other.  It  is  also  a series 
which  has  more  “lore”  to  it  than  any  other. 

More  specifically,  this  article  deals  only  with  the  medal  and  bar  which  commemo- 
rates the  sixteen  campaigns  between  1849  and  1868,  and  for  which  it  was  issued  from 
1871  onwards  to  those  who  could  prove  a claim  for  it.  I shall  briefly  outline  the 
campaigns  in  sequence  and  also  point  out  some  of  the  regimental  oddities  and  rarities 
that  are  available.  I have  not  attempted  to  give  complete  lists  of  the  regiments  present 
in  the  various  actions. 

On  1 July  1869,  H.R.H.  The  Duke  of  Cambridge,  as  Commander  in  Chief  issued 
General  Order  No.  71  on  behalf  of  Queen  Victoria,  commanding  that  the  India  1854 
Medal  be  granted  to  qualified,  surviving  persons  for  service  on  the  Northwest  Frontier 
of  India.  The  requirement  of  survival  was  in  accordance  with  previous  custom  regarding 
General  Service  Medals  and  resulted  in  a variance  between  the  number  of  troops 
engaged  and  the  actual  number  of  medals  authorized  and  issued. 

General  Order  No.  71  contained  a list  of  fifteen  campaigns  in  its  Appendix  A which 
referred  to  the  Punjab  Frontier.  Since  the  body  of  the  order  used  both  Northwest  and 
Punjab  Frontier  these  terms  can  be  considered  synonomous  when  discussing  the  medal. 
The  correspondence  between  the  Secretary  of  State  for  India  and  the  Government  of 
India  for  15  April  1869  also  uses  the  two  terms  interchangeably.  To  further  put  the 
question  of  proper  terms  to  rest,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  later  India  1895  medal  carried 
a bar  “PUNJAB  FRONTIER  1897—98”  which  covered  services  in  the  area  also  described 
as  the  Northwest  Frontier. 

General  Order  No.  71  listed  fifteen  campaigns  and  two  more  were  added  later  by 
subsequent  General  Orders  Nos.  86  and  116  by  the  Governor  General  of  India,  making 
a total  of  seventeen.  However,  only  sixteen  earned  the  Northwest  Frontier  bar.  This  has 
caused  confusion  among  some  writers,  but  the  solution  of  the  discrepancy  will  also  be 
outlined. 

Now,  let  us  review  the  campaigns. 

1.  EUSUFZYE  (Yusafzai)-NOVEMBER  1849.  This  expedition  under  Lt.  Col.  J.  Brad- 
shaw, 60th  Foot,  enforced  revenue  laws  and  punished  the  Baizai  tribesmen  for  general 
disobedience.  Although  200  officers  and  men  of  the  60th  King’s  Royal  Rifle  Corps  were 
present,  only  54  medals  were  issued  to  the  regiment.  Of  these,  only  one  was  to  the  2nd 
Battalion  with  the  remainder  going  to  the  1st  Battalion.  The  61st,  2nd  Gloucestershire 
Regt.  had  300  officers  and  men  present,  but  only  74  medals  were  issued  to  them  the  last 
being  claimed  in  1892. 
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2.  KOHAT  PASS— FEBRUARY  1850.  This  action  under  Gen.  Sir  C.  J.  Napier  punished 
an  Afridi  massacre  of  Indian  Sappers  and  Miners  on  the  Kohat  Road  which  had  been 
the  scene  of  many  such  massacres. 

3.  AGAINST  THE  UTMAN  KHEL  AND  RANEZAI  TRIBES— MAY  1852.  Sir  Colin 
Campbell  of  Indian  Mutiny  fame  led  this  expedition  which  was  twofold.  First,  the  Nowa 
Dund  villages  of  Nawadan  and  Prangarh  which  belonged  to  the  Utman  Khel  tribes

were  destroyed.  Secondly,  the  Ranezai  Valley  tribesman  were  also  punished.  The 
offenses  were  the  murder  of  a government  official  and  the  Ranezai  refusal  to  pay  an 
agreed  fine  for  past  offenses.  The  60th  and  61st  regiments  were  also  present  here  and 
the  above  statistics  on  their  awards  also  applies.  In  this  expedition  131  men  from  the 
32nd,  Duke  of  Cornwall’s  Lt.  Infy.  took  part,  but  only  9 medals  were  issued  to  this 
regiment,  the  last  of  which  was  claimed  in  1900. 
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4.  PUNJPOO,  ISHAKOTI  and  DEERJAI— MAY  1852.  Sir  Colin  Campbell  also  led 

this  expedition  to  punish  the  Mohmands  for  the  murder  of  an  Indian  native  official. 
1 he  action  was  inconclusive  since  most  of  the  tribesmen  escaped  to  the  hills.  This  too 
was  to  happen  many  times  before  Britain  left  India  in  1947.  This  Mohmand  expedition 
of  1852,  as  it  is  also  called,  produced  an  issue  of  the  medal  and  bar  that  is  both  a 
rarity  and  an  oddity.  The  53rd  King’s  Shropshire  Lt.  Infy.,  among  others,  was  credited 
with  this  action  and  only  120  medals  were  issued  to  the  survivors.  The  53rd  are  not 
credited  with  any  of  the  other  campaigns.  However,  the  1871  medal  roll  with  the  120 
names  of  recipients  in  the  53rd  bore  the  following  amusing  footnote  dated  1874 : “The 

medal  should  not  have  been  granted  to  this  regiment,  vide  Military  Letter  No.  4,  2nd 

January,  1874.  No  further  claims  to  be  admitted.  The  Regiment  never  left  the  canton- 
ment of  Peshawar,  which  remained  in  a state  of  intense  tranquility  during  the  opera- 
tions.’’ Thus  we  note  an  example  of  an  erroneous  issue.  There  was  no  order  recalling 
the  120  medals  already  issued  which  seems  unusual  and  inconsistent  with  the  disallowal 
of  further  claims.  Erroneous  regimental  issues  were  usually  recalled  as  in  the  case  of 
many  of  the  PERAK-bar  medals  to  the  80th,  2nd  So.  Staffordshire  Regt.  In  any  event, 
the  53rd  kept  their  medals  and  the  author  is  fortunate  enough  to  possess  one  to  a 

Sergt.  Horton  along  with  four  other  medals  in  the  Horton  group. 

5.  AGAINST  THE  HUSSANZAIS— DECEMBER  1852-JANUARY  1853.  Lt.  Col.  F. 

Mackeson  led  this  punitive  action  to  redress  the  murder  of  a salt  excise  tax  collector 
named  Cams  and  his  assistant  Tapp.  The  Hussanzai  culprits  had  taken  refuge  among 
the  Synds  of  Khajan  and  both  tribes  were  punished  accordingly  by  the  all-Indian  force. 

6.  AGAINST  THE  KUSRANEES  and  THE  SHEARANEES— MARCH  1853.  This 
expedition  under  Brig.  J.  S.  Hodgson  was  composed  of  Indian  Irregulars  and  consisted 
of  a two-fold  operation  to  punish  murder  and  plunder  in  two  British  settlements. 

7.  AGAINST  THE  BORI  AFRIDIS— NOVEMBER  1853.  Afridi  raids  into  British 
territory  necessitated  this  expedition  which  was  led  by  Col.  S.  B.  Boileau,  22nd  Cheshire 
Regt.  (Peshawar  Brigade).  438  men  of  the  Cheshires  were  present  along  with  Indian 
troops. 

8.  SHAH  MORSEH  KHEL — AUGUST  1854.  The  Cheshires  and  their  Indian  comrades 
went  into  action  again,  this,  time,  under  Col.  S.  J.  Cotton  of  the  Cheshires.  The  mission 
was  the  punishment  of  Chief  Rahim  Dad  and  his  Mohmand  subjects.  The  operation 
involved  the  burning  of  three  villages  at  or  near  Shah  Morseh  Khel.  Only  207  of  the 
Cheshire  Regt.  were  present  here.  Altogether,  although  over  600  men  from  the  Cheshire 
Regt.  took  part  in  this  and  the  previous  action,  only  201  medals  were  issued  to  them, 
the  last  of  which  was  claimed  in  1910! 

9.  AGAINST  THE  AKA  KHEL  and  BUSSI  KHEL  TRIBES  — MARCH  1855.  The 

tribesmen  had  attacked  a British  patrol  party  and  an  all  Indian  force  was  sent  to  avenge 
it.  Lt.  Col.  J.  H.  Craigie  of  the  20th  Bengal  Native  Infy.  commanded  the  force  to  which 
his  regiment  contributed  the  largest  number  of  troops. 

10.  1st  MERANZAI  EXPEDITION  — APRIL  1855.  This  time  the  Meranzai  Valley 
people  were  punished  for  their  habit  of  raiding.  The  force  sent  to  deal  with  the  raiders 
was  all  Indian  and  was  led  by  Brig.  Gen.  Sir  N.  Chamberlain. 

Before  dealing  with  the  next  two  expeditions,  one  word  of  caution  should  be  said 
in  order  that  the  collector  may  avoid  an  historical  confusion  based  upon  similar  dates. 
Although  the  Bozdar  Hills  and  Sittana  expeditions  occurred  during  the  time  of  the 
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Indian  Mutiny,  they  were  not  part  of  the  Mutiny,  and  did  not  qualify  the  participants  for 
any  medals  or  other  distinctions  given  for  the  Mutiny. 

11.  THE  BOZDAR  HILLS  — MARCH  1857.  This  operation  involved  Hindustani  zealots 
who  were  rising  with  the  gathering  storm  that  pervaded  all  of  Hindustan  and  which 
led  to  the  Indian  Mutiny,  much  further  southwest  of  the  Bozdar  Hills.  Brig.  Gen. 
Chamberlain  took  a mixed  British-Indian  force  to  punish  raids  on  the  British  frontier 
outposts.  The  expedition  resembled  later  ones  in  Egypt  and  South  Africa  in  that  the 
British  Infantry  drafts  were  formed  into  a mounted  unit ; the  Peshawar  Light  Horse 
(P.L.H.)  contained  50  men  each  from  the  27th,  Royal  Inniskilling  Fusiliers;  70th,  2nd 
East  Surrey  Regt.  (the  70th  also  served  at  Peshawar  during  the  Mutiny  and  received  the 
Indian  Mutiny  medal  without  bar)  ; 87th,  1st  Royal  Irish  Fusiliers.  This  composite  regi- 
ment of  Horse  was  commanded  by  Major  J.  L.  Vaugham. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  many  members  of  the  P.L.H.  later  transfered  to  the 
20th  Hussars.  This  fact  has  given  rise  to  the  mistaken  belief  that  the  20th  Hussars  were 
involved  in  the  expedition.  They  were  not  and  the  20th  Hussars  is  not  entitled  to  the 
NORTHWEST  FRONTIER  bar  at  all.  The  medals  to  the  P.L.H.  were  named  with  the 
recipient’s  regular  infantry  battalion,  so  that  “Peshawar  Light  Horse”  does  not  appear. 
Only  about  43  medals  were  issued  to  the  various  survivors  of  the  P.L.H. 

12.  SITTANA  — APRIL  1858.  Maj.  Gen.  Sir  S.  J.  Cotton  who  had  led  the  Mohmand  ex- 
pedition of  1854  commanded  this  one  which  was  also  known  as  the  Sittana  Field  Force. 
This  mixed  force  moved  against  the  Sittana  Hindus  and  also  against  Chief  Mokurrub 
Khan  and  his  Punjtar  tribesmen.  The  rising  occurred  simultaneously  with  the  later  opera- 
tions of  the  Indian  Mutiny.  The  atmosphere  of  “The  Devil’s  Wind”  affected  both  events. 
The  81st,  2nd  Loyal  No.  Lancashire  Regt.  sent  300  men  and  the  98th,  2nd  No.  Staffordshire 
Regt.  sent  360  men.  The  81st’s  medal  roll  lists  only  205  names  and  that  of  the  98th  lists 
300.  For  the  98th  and  other  regiments,  the  name  on  the  roll  represents  participation  in 
more  than  one  of  these  expeditions.  In  such  cases,  individual  research  is  necessary  to 
pin  down  which  or  how  many  expeditions  a given  recipient  was  involved  in.  This  also  is 
true  of  Indian  units  and  of  thePunjab  Frontier  Regiments  in  particular.  On  the  other 
hand,  there  are  several  regiments  that  took  part  in  one  expedition  such  as  the  7th  Hussars, 
19th  Yorkshire  Regt.,  53rd,  79th  Cameron  Hldrs.  and  the  Rifle  Brigade  so  that  separating 
the  campaigns  is  not  always  difficult. 

13.  AGAINST  THE  KABUL  KHEL  WAZIRIS  — DECEMBER  1859.  This  expedition 
and  the  one  after  it  took  place  inWaziristan  which  was  continually  active  right  up 
to  1939.  In  this  action,  an  Indian  force  under  Chamberlain  punished  the  Kabul  Khel 
Waziris  of  Northern  Waziristan  for  the  murder  of  a British  officer  named  Mecham 
and  for  raids  on  the  Bahadur  salt  mines.  The  Waziris  had  also  attacked  the  milder 
people  of  Khattack  Hills  who  appealed  for  and  got  British  protection. 

14.  AGAINST  THE  MAHSUD  WAZIRIS  — APRIL  1860.  This  action  was  against  the 
Mahsuds  Waziris  of  Southern  Waziristan.  The  Mahsuds  had  made  various  raids  and 
Brig.  Gen.  N.  Chamberlain  took  to  the  Frontier  hills  in  pursuit.  The  highlight  of 
the  expedition  consisted  of  the  successful  repulse  of  a screaming  charge  and  a counter 
charge  by  the  Punjab  Infantry  detachments  which  broke  the  Mahsud  will  to  do  further 
battle.  About  5200  Indian  troops  were  engaged  along  with  65  British  officers.  (At  this 
time  all  Indian  regiments  were  officered  by  Englishmen.  There  were  native  officers  under 
them  with  different  ranks  and  titles.) 
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15.  TO  EUSUFZYE  (2nd  EXPEDITION)  — OCTOBER  1863.  This  was  the  expedition 
that  causes  confusion  among  some  writers.  The  action  is  number  15  of  those  listed 
in  the  original  General  Order  71  which  awarded  the  NORTHWEST  FRONTIER 
bar.  However,  this  very  same  General  Order  also  provided  that  a special  bar  be  granted 
for  the  15th  expedition,  entitled  UMBEYLA.  This  campaign  was  very  large  and  quite 
bloody,  but  since  it  is  outside  the  scope  of  the  bar  NORTHWEST  FRONTIER  we 
shall  leave  it  in  the  capable  hands  of  Major  Gen.  Sir  J.  Garvock  who  led  it  to  victory. 

16.  AGAINST  THE  MOHMAND  TRIBES  (IN  DEFENSE  OF  THE  PUNJAB  FRON- 
TIER) — DECEMBER  1863-JANUARY  1864.  This  was  the  famous  Defense  of  Shub- 
kudder  and  involved  the  3rd  Batt.,  The  Rifle  Brigade  and  the  2nd  Ghurkas,  under  the 
command  of  Col.  A.  MacDonnell. 

In  December,  1863  Mohmand  and  Bajouri  tribesmen  under  Sultan  Muhammed  Khan 
attacked  the  frontier  post  of  Shubkudder  and  were  defeated  by  a mixed  force.  The  7th 
Hussars  were  able  to  perform  one  of  the  very  few  classic  style  cavalry  charges  that 
occurred  on  the  Northwest  Frontier.  The  7th  Hussars  medal  roll  lists  360'  names, 
but  only  about  216  medals  seem  to  have  been  issued.  The  79th  Cameron  Hldrs.  were 
also  present  and  their  roll  has  150  names.  Over  500  medals  were  issued  to  The  Rifle 
Brigade  and  they  are  the  most  commonly  seen. 

The  British  Regiments  engaged  at  Shubkudder  were  also  engaged  seven  years  earlier 
in  the  Indian  Mutiny  so  that  the  collector  should  be  on  the  lookout  for  paired  I.G.S.  1854 
and  Mutiny  Medals  to  the  same  recipient.  The  award  of  the  bar  was  in  accordance  with 
the  Viceroy’s  General  Order  No.  116  of  29,  February,  1884. 

17.  HAZARA  — OCTOBER  1868.  The  medal  was  granted  by  the  Governor  General  in 
Council  under  Order  No.  86  of  18  January,  1870.  This  was  the  first  of  three  expeditions 
to  Hazara:  the  second  and  third  coming  in  1888  and  1891.  The  enemy  were  the  Bazoti 
Black  Mountain  Tribe.  A mixed  force  under  Maj.  Gen.  A.  T.  Wilde  dealt  with  the  rebels 
and  the  campaign  involved  a good  deal  of  mountain  climbing,  over  and  above  what  was 
usual  for  this  area.  British  regiments  present  were  the  19th  Yorkshire  Regt.,  6th  Royal 
Warwickshire  Regt.  and  the  38th  1st  So.  Staffordshire.  Regt.  These  troops  got  the  bar 
solely  for  this  expedition,  as  did  the  21st  Punjab  Infantry. 

This  completes  the  list  for  campaigns  from  1849  to  1868  on  the  Northwest  Frontier. 
For  the  serious  Indian  collector  there  are  15  additional  medals  that  might  otherwise  be 
overlooked  because  of  the  seeming  duplication  of  numerous  medals  with  the  same  bar. 
It  is  true  that  some  of  these  expeditions,  standing  alone,  were  small  and  not  very  note- 
worthy. However,  when  looked  at  and  collected  as  part  of  the  continuous  series  of 
campaigns  in  the  area,  the  historical  chain  is  quite  fascinating  and  indicates  the  force 
required  to  preserve  and  maintain  this  part  of  the  British  Empire.

SILVER  IN  ANCIENT  GREECE 

The  Anthenians  believed  that  silver  had  a fixed  value,  while  gold  was  variable.  Silver, 
therefore,  was  chosen  as  the  standard,  or  unit,  in  their  coinage,  and  it  was  used  as  a 
means  of  procuring  gold  that  was  abundant  in  the  markets  at  a ratio  of  about  1 :12  or 
1 :lV/2.  For  large  transactions  gold  was  in  demand,  but  it  was  not  coined,  and  circulated 
either  in  the  form  of  ingots  or  foreign  coins.  Thus  from  the  time  of  Pericles  to  Alexander 
(465-336  B.C.)  the  Greeks  maintained  a gold  circulation  alongside  a silver  standard  by 
not  establishing  any  legal  ratio  between  them,  but  by  exchanging  a fixed  unit  of  silver 
for  a varying  value  of  gold  as  the  market  ratio  fluctuated.  The  state  formed  the  gold 
ingot,  guaranteeing  its  weight  and  fineness,  but  not  fixing  its  ratio  to  silver.

GERMAN  COINAGE  REFORM,  1871 

The  victory  of  Germany  and  the  payment  of  an  indemnity  of  5 milliard  francs 
($1  Billion)  by  France  enabled  Germany  to  adopt  a uniform  coinage  system.  In  1871 
there  existed  in  Germany  no  less  than  sixty-six  different  sorts  of  silver  coins  and  sev- 
enteen of  gold.  In  1870,  before  changes  were  made,  the  German  circulation  contained 
only  4 percent  of  gold,  but  69.4  per  cent  of  silver  (23.2  per  cent  of  paper  money).
